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roiST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH, FALL RIVER. 



The First Congregational Church in Fall River was or- 
ganized by an Elcclesiasticai Council regularly confined 
fcr the purpose, January 9th, 1816 ; and adopted a con- 
fession of &]th and fonn of Covenant, embracing the lead- 
ing doctrines of grace, and the rules of christian fdbwship 
taught by the Apostles, and acbered to by the Refcnners 
of the 16th century and by the Fathers of New-England, 
This church at the time oi its organization was composed 
of FIVE members — three males and two females : three oi* 
whom still survive. 

The Rev. Augustus B. Read (now of Ware) the first 
Bishop and Pastor of this Church, was ordained and in- 
stalled July 2d, 1823 ; and the pastoral relation was dis- 
solved August 3d, 1825. 

The Rev. Thomas M. Smith, (now of CatsHl, N. Y.) 
the second Bishop and Pastor, was installed November 1st, 
1826 ; and the pastoral relation was dissolved April 27th, 
ia31. 

The Rev. Orin Fowler, the present Bishop and Pastor, 
was installed July 7th, 1831. 

Sylvester C. Allen was chosen the first Deacoii October 
I7th, 1821 ; and resigned, on account of his removal from 
the town, March ifith, 1835. 

Richard Durfee was chosen Deacon Dec. 1st, 1823. 

Matthew C. Durfee was chosen Deaccm August 19tb, 
1833; and resigned Sept. 19th, 1836, on account of hi? 
removal from town. 



Benjamin S. Bourne was chosen Deacon Dec'r. 16tli, 
1833 ; and resigned May 19th, 1834, on account of his re- 
moval fix)m town. 

David Anthony was chosen Deacon Oct. 20th, 1834. 

Samuel L» Whipple and Leander P. Lovell were cho- 
sen Deacons August 15th, 1836. 

Philip R. Bennett was chosen Deacon Nov. 14th, 1836; 
and resigned Sept. 18th, 1837. * 

Deacons Matthew C. Durfee and Benjamin Bourne were 
publicly and solemnly ordained and inducted into office, by 
prayer and the laying on of hands, according to primitive 
example (Acts vi. 6.) Jan'ry 1st, 1834. In this seiTice, 
the Pastor was assisted by Rev. Messrs. King of Tiverton, 
and Starkweatlier of Bristol. 

Deacons D. Anthony, S. L. Whipple, L. P. Lovell and 
P. R. Bennett were in like manner ordained and inducted 
into office Dec'r 29th, 1836. In this service the Pastor 
was assisted by tlie Rev, T. Shepard of Bristol. 

Since its organization this Church has been favored \\'ith 
the dews of divine grace during a large portion of its exist- 
ence ; and witli four seasons of special revival, to wit : 

In the winter of 1826-7 when about 60 were added to 
the church. 

In the winter of 1831—2 when about 50 were added to 
the church. 

In 1834 when about 50 were added to the church ; — 
and in 1836, when more than 100 were added to the 
church. These displays of the mercy and love of a faith- 
ful covenant-keeping God, the Church would record with 
admiring gratitude and humble praise.

Because he hath appointed a day in the which he will 
jndge the world in righteouaneas, by that man whom he hath ordained. 

om. ziv. 14. We shall all stand before the judgment aeat of Christ. — 
Ke^ XX. 12. And I saw the doad, small and great stand t>erore God. 
Eccl. xii. 14. For God shall bring every work into jndgmeat, with ev- 
ery secret thing, whether it be good, or whether it be evil. Rom ii. 6. 
H ho will render to every man according to his deeds. R4>m. xiv. 12. 
6o then every one of us shall give an account of himself to God. Heb. 
ix 27. And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but afler this 
the judgment. John v. 19. Marvel not at this ; for the hour is coming 
in the which all that are in the graves shall hear his voice and shall 
come forth, they that have done good unto the resurrection of life, and 
they that have done evil, unto the resurrection of damnation.

his angels. And these shall go away into everlasting punishment 2 
Thos. i. 9. Who shall be punished with everlasting destruction from 
the presence of the I^rd and from the glory of his power. Rev. xxi. 1 — 
8. The fearful, and the unbelieving, and the abominable, and murder- 
ers, and whoremongers, sod sorcerers, and idolators and all liars shall 
have their part in the lake which bnrneth with fire and brimstone, 
which is the second deaih. 2 Pet. ii. 4 — 9. For if God spared not the an- 
gels that sinned, but cast them down to hell and delivered them into 
chains of darkness to be reserved unto judgment ; the Lord knowetb 
how to reserve the uniust unto the day of judgment to be punished. —

GENERAL ECCLESIASTICAL RXJLES, 



L Permanent Ojfieers. — ^The permanent officers are 
Khe Pastor, four Deacons, and Prudential Committee. 

The Pastor is Moderator and Clerk for recording all 
Irnatters purely ecclesiastical. In his absence^ the Deacons 
are to preside according to seniority. In the absence of 
both Pastor and Deacons, a moderator must be chosaf). 

Tlie Prudential Committee vhose duty it is to consult 
with the Pastor and with the individual members, in all 
needful cases, for tlie best bterests of the church, is com<- 
posed of the Deacons and if the church please to add, of 
one or more brethren. 

The annual officers are a Cleric and Treasurer. The 
Clerk shall keep a record of all the temporal transactions 
of die church. 

The Treasurer shall collect and take the custody of all 
taxes voted by the church, and pay over the same as di^ 
reeled by the church. He shall make report annually of 
ttie monies received and expended. The annual meeting, 
at which the annual officers shall be appointed shall be 
Jield in December. 

{I. Admission of Members. — Candidates for admis- 
sion by profession, shall be approved by the Pastor and 
Deacons, and examined in the piesence of the church, and 
if approved by the church, shall stand publicly propound- 
ed at least one, and when convenient, two weeks ; after 
which, if no objection be offered to the Pastor, or either of 
the Deacons, they shall be admitted members of die church, 
by acknowledging their assent to the Confessbns of Faith, 
and Covenant, in the presence of the church and congre* 
gatk>n^
